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Search, Sternal Life, “Gestify

“Search the scriptures; for in them ye 
think ye have ete~nal life: and they are 
they which testify of me.” John 5:39. 


HE author of the above scripture was 

John, the beloved apostle of Jesus 
Christ. In the character of this distin- 
guished man was gentleness and force. 
The picture the Bible gives of him glows 
with peace, humility, charity, brotherly 
love, and deep affection toward Christ. 
One of the outstanding events of his life 
was his banishment to the Isle of Patmos 
by Emperor Domitian. Here he was in- 
spired by the Holy Ghost to catch the 
vision of more prophecy, possibly, than 
any other man, with the exception of 
Daniel. He, while under the influence of 
the Spirit, saw the fall, rise, and growth 
of empires, There is little doubt but that 
he saw the fierce struggle through which 
Luther passed in the days of the Refor- 
mation. It is possible that John sighted 
the tremendous influence Wesley had on 
a stricken and a benighted world. The 
vivid account he gave of the glorious 
millennium is indescribable to human be- 
ings. The dark and hideous clouds of 
war, panic, depression, and sin of the 
great tribulation attacked his attention al- 
so. 

The meaning of the word “search” is 
the seeking or looking for something that 
is lost, or the place of which is un- 
known; inquiry, quest, etc. John, while 
speaking to the people on this occasion, 
gave them to understand that the Scrip- 
tures must be searched if the hidden mys- 
teries of God were revealed. There is an 
old adage, “He who would search for 
pearls must dive below.” The hidden 
beauties of grace are not on the surface, 
neither are they too deep for man to find. 
If one wishes to find the force and power 
of God, one has been commanded to 
search for them. 


The surest search of all is prayer, that 
steat asset and golden key that unlocks 
the doors that are accessible to heaven. 
Prayer leads man from this rugged, rocky, 
and rough course of life to the plains of 
God’s truth. Prayer uttered in faith leaves 
this cold and indifferent world and trav- 
els at light speed to the regions of sun- 
shine on the other side. Once there, it 
finds a welcome in the bosom of God, 
who in turn compensates man for same. 
To search heaven and find God, in a 
spirit of prayer, one is commanded to seek 
Him, and tarry at the altar of justice till 
power comes from the eternal throne. 
The natural world in the flesh is all that 
it is, and shall be, because man _ has 


searched diligently for the undiscovered 
truths, 


We owe Columbus, more or less, for 
this land of religious toleration and gen- 
eral freedom, because he searched for a 
near route to India and found America. 
To think of what this discovery and 
search have and shall mean to the world 
spiritually, financially, and economically, 
is to draw on our weak imagination deep- 
ly. 

The writer searched the confines of 
God for seven days and nights continually 
before he found the secret passage that 
leads to the beautiful home across the 
spiritual sea. 


After the conversion of Paul, he re- 
tired to the fastness of Arabia, the land 
of solitude and adventure. Here he 
searched heaven in prayer, meditation and 
study for three years. When he emerged 
from this confinement, he knew more or 
as much about the Church of God as any 
living man. Paul, it is said, traveled and 
searched over an area of twenty-five 
thousand miles, in his missionary jour- 
neys. The search of this eminent character 
has been the means of millions of souls 
being born of the Spirit. When mortal 
man has been changed into immortality, 
Paul, the orator, scholar, student, and 
ambassador of God, will stand out in 
glory as a star in the firmament. 


Moses, the statesman, poet, priest, and 
friend of God, spent forty years in Mid- 
ian, searching the hills, deserts, and rav- 
ines of solitude in preparation to lead the 
children of Israel to the land of milk and 
honey. Moses searched heaven in prayer 
on the historical and ancient sweeps of 
Sinia, trying to get in communication 
with God. This search gave the world 
Ten Commandments, the Law of laws. 
Wherever civilization has chanced to in- 
vade, these laws from weather-beaten Si- 
nia have, in thundering tones, awakened 
the ambition, talent, energy, and intelli- 
gence of man. The true significance of 
this search will be told by Moses around 
the flashing throne of God in the great 
world to come. 

The great German, Luther, paid a visi< 
to Rome, Upon arriving there he found 
wicked practices in his mother church. 
This find led him more or less to the re- 
tirement of monastic life for several 
months. After his emergence from this re- 
tirement, he gave to the world. a New 
Testament written in the German _lan- 
guage. This search of the Scriptures did 
not only shake the foundations of the 
Roman church from center to circumfer- 
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ence, it awakened the spiritual lethargy 
of all Europe. Great and glorious revivals 
swept the nations like fire on prairies. 
When the call of the resurrection has 
been made, the search of this great man 
will testify to the spiritual freedom of 
missions. The gold of a thousand hills, the 
silver of the world, the diamonds of the 
valley, and the metals of all varieties 
have been found after much searching. If 
the Word of God is to be felt, seen, and 
enjoyed, one must search for the pearls of 
price. Let us search the Scriptures. 


After much truthful searching, John 
declared that there was an eternal life to 
be enjoyed. Eternal life signifies that un- 
ending and blissful life just across the 
river where angels shout and where sun- 
shine graces the landscape. Diligent 
search of God’s Word and the acceptance 
of the blood shed on Calvary, promise an 
eternal life. Eternal life will place one in 
the company of immortals like Paul, Ste- 
phen, Jeremiah, and thousands of others 
who searched, sought, and accepted the 
Word. Eternal life points out happiness, 
comfort, and love in contrast to future 
punishment of those who pass over the 
fiery tracks of trouble. In this clime, one 
will be in company with characters like 
Nero, Judas, Alexander the Great, and 
countless numbers of wicked spirits, God 
help us to obtain eternal life and be in the 
presence of Him who said, “Peace on 
earth and good will toward men.” Eter- 
nal life has promised the victors a refuge 
from the storm, a hiding place from the 
tempest, a haven of rest, and last but not 
least, 2 home with God and the angelic 
host of heaven—the land that has no 
storms. 


The writer of our text, John, made 
mention of the Scriptures as being a tes- 
timony of God. A testimony is a declar- 
ation or affirmation made for the purpose 
of establishing or proving a fact. When 
Dwight L. Moody was passing away he 
said in a testimony, “The earth is reced- 
ing, heaven is approaching, God is calling 
me.” The Word of God _ was his testi- 
mony. In the judgments, the Word of 
God will testify for or against all indi- 
viduals and nations. It is said that while 
John Huss was burning at the stake he 
gave this testimony, “You have lit a fire 
in Germany today that shall never be ex- 
tinguished.” This testimony was propheti- 
cal and was drawn from Calvary to bless 
the generations yet ahead. 


The Word of God is and shall be the 
greatest declaration of truth for the 
world. The testimony of all courts of the 
ancient, modern, and present age will 
fade, die and be lost upon the sea of 
time, but in contrast, the testing of 
God’s Word will live as long as grass

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Mysteries of the Bible that are Realities 


D. G. Pumuirs 
(Continued ) 


We have been dealing with some very 
important subjects known as “Mysteries.” 
We found, first, that the new birth was 
a mystery, but the Bible proves it to be 
a reality, Going a little further we found 
the experience of sanctification to be a 
mystery, but the Bible proves it a reality. 
Continuing in the search we learned that 
the Baptism of the Holy Ghost was a 
mystery, but the Bible proves it to be a 
reality. In our study of the Word of God 
we have discovered another and_ we will 
endeavor to find if the Bible will prove 
this to be a reality. I’m going to be as fair 
in writing this as I want you to be in 
reading it. 

“This is a great mystery: but I speak 
concerning Christ and the church.” Eph. 
5:32. In the study of the Bible we find 
many things that are types or shadows, 
then we have people who make types and 
shadows (where there are none). Some 
tell us that Noah’s ark was a type of the 
Church because it had three stories, and 
that is in harmony with the three experi- 
ences of salvation. I am going to leave 
that up to you, while I will say it was an 
enclosure and a protection for God’s peo- 
ple in the day of God’s visitation and if 
I know anything about my Bible that is 
what God’s Church will be in the day of 


His visitation. 


Then we have the temple that Solo- 
mon built, and some will say that was the 
Church in the wilderness. The meaning 
of “church” is “Ekklesia,” called out, 
elect or select. But nowhere in the Old 
Bible was the word “church” mentioned, 
even about any gathering or assembly of 
people. Why? Because there was no 
CHURCH. But what are we going to do 
with Acts 7:38? “This is he that was in 
the church in the wilderness.”” The word 
“church” here is used in the same sense 
as “congregation,” currently applied to 
the assembled people of Israel in their wil- 
derness life. 


David in speaking of God’s called out, 
select, or elect, called it “ZION.” Isaiah 
used the same word in his inspiring mes- 
sage when he said, “And the Gentiles 
shall see thy righteousness, and all kings 
thy glory: and thou shalt be called by a 
new name, which the mouth of the Lord 
shall name,” Isa. 62:2, and when the 
Lord named it He called it THE 
CHURCH OF GOD. Many other proph- 
ets used the same term “Zion,” but no- 
where did they ever say church but Je- 
sus said, “And I say also unto thee, That 
thou art Peter and upon this rock I will 
build my church: and the gates of hell 


shall not prevail against it,” Matt. 16:18. 
If the Church had existed before, why 
does He throw a cloud over us by saying, 
“I will build my church”? “Moreover, if 
thy brother shall trespass against thee, go 
and tell him his fault between thee and 
him alone: if he shall hear thee thou hast 
gained thy brother. But if he will not 
hear thee, take with thee one or two 
more that in the mouth of two or three 
Witnesses every word may be established. 
And if he shall neglect to hear them, tell 
it unto the church: but if he neglect to 
hear the church, let him be unto thee as 
a heathen man and a publican,” Matt. 
18:15-17. Here is where Jesus is giving 
us the government of the Church. These 
are the only two places where Jesus men- 
tions the Church, one where He said, “I 
will build my church,” the other the 
government of it. Since He said, “I willi 
build my church,” we want to see what 
kind of material He used in the building. 
Taking a look into the seventeenth chap- 
ter of John we see him gathering His 
“called out,” “EKKLESIA.” In the 
third verse He prayed that they might 
know Him and His Father. V. 6, “I 
have manifested thy name unto the men 
which thou gavest me out of the world: 
thine they were, and thou gavest them 
me; and they have kept thy word.” What 
kind of folks were these? You must agree 
they were His folks, born-again folks. 
But no church is mentioned. V. 17, 
“Sanctify them through thy truth for 
thy word is truth.” He gave them the 
blessing at Bethany. Luke 24:50. Still 
nothing is said about the Church, but 
when they went to Jerusalem and re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost then we _ hear 
words like these, “And the Lord ADDED 
to the church daily such as should be 
saved.” Acts 2:47. 


Since the word “church” is not men- 
tioned in the Old Testament, we will 
have to get all of our information from 
the New Testament, and in order to do 
that we will have to start with the first 
preacher, John the Baptist. In the elev- 
enth chapter of Matthew Jesus describes 
him as being the greatest man ever born 
of woman, that from his day the king- 
dom of heaven is preached and every man 
presseth into it, or in our language, from 
his day until now men and women have 
had a born-again experience. They could 
find the kingdom but they could not find 
the Church. John in all of his ministry 
never mentions the Church, but his con- 
verts were born again. Thousands of 
them forsook, confessed, made right, fol- 
lowed Him to the Jordan and were bap- 
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tized and never heard of the Church. 

Jesus came on the scene, spent three 
years in His ministry, had converts by 
the scores, and never one time told them 
they were in the Church. He sent His 
seventy forth with power to heal, power 
to cast out devils, and they returned with 
great joy because devils were subject to 
them, but He said, “Rejoice not because 
the devils are subject to you but rather 
rejoice because your names are written in 
heaven.” Did He tell them they were in 
the Church? No. Why? Because it had 
not been built. 

Peter, that mian that was always ready 
to witness for the Lord, always had an 
answer, spent all of his ministry healing 
sick folks, and setting men right on Bible 
lines, stood much persecution, but never 
knew a thing about the Church until he 
went to Jerusalem and received the Holy 
Ghost, then he was the first to announce 
the existence of the church, Praise God 
for the truth. 

Space will not permit me to call to 
notice many others with like practices 
and experiences who knew nothing about 
the Church until after the day of Pente- 
cost, but let me say just now, You had as 
well come out of your corner and face 
the issue. ‘WE ARE NOT BORN INTO 
THE CHURCH.” You do _ not have 
one scripture to verify your erroneous 
doctrine. “But,” you say, “‘all that are in 
Christ are in the Church.” Let me an- 
swer by saying, Christ is not the church, 
He is the Head of the Church. 

Since Jesus said, “I will build my 
church,” and we find that He did, and 
Isaiah said the mouth of the Lord would 
name it, I believe we have a right to find 
the name. “Take heed therefore unto 
yourselves, and to all the flock over 
which the Holy Ghost hath made you 
overseers, to feed THE CHURCH OF 
GOD which he hath purchased with his 
own blood,” Acts 20:28. This plainly 
shows that men have the oversight of 
the church here. It would be hard to 
have the oversight of something that is 
INVISIBLE. ‘For if a man know not 
how to rule his own house, how shall he 
take care of the CHURCH OF GOD?” 
1 Tim. 3:5. “This is a great mystery: but 
I speak concerning Christ and _ the 
church,” Eph. 5:32. 

The marriage relation is a union of the 
parties involved, united by God through 
the one performing the ceremony, and it 
implies the mutual affection and_ the 
common interest and consent of both 
parties, The writer here in showing how 
we become affiliated with the Church, 
chooses this most easily understood scrip- 
ture to unfold the MYSTERY. “For this 
cause shall a man leave his father and 
mother, and shall be J-O-I-N-E-D unto

To the Church of God Sunday Schoois 
and churches of the Mingo-Wayne dis- 
trict: 

(1) I am looking forward to the ap- 
pointment of a Sunday School representa- 
tive for each local church, to be ap- 
pointed for a period of one year, and 
whose chief duty will be to organize and 
look after the interest of the Sunday 
Schools in his particular community, 

(2) At the end of each quarter send 
me the average attendance of your Sun- 
day School for the quarter and the cash 
on hand at the end of the quarter. (This 
means after payment has been deducted 
and sent for your new literature.) 

(3) All orders for new literature must 
be mailed out on the 15th of the third 
month of each quarter so as to allow am- 
ple time for its arrival. In case the 15th 
falls on Sunday, the order may be sent 
out on the following Monday. 

(4) All Sunday Schools in the Mingo- 
Wayne district, including yours, will be 
classified at the end of each quarter, on 
a rating sheet which I have in my pos- 
session and which is so arranged as to 
show the comparative rating of each Sun- 
day School. The rating in our district will 
extend somewhere between 1 and 20, and, 
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of course, No. 1 will be the best, No. 2 
the next best, No. 3 third best, and so on. 

(5) Your rating will be based on your 
average attendance and your cash on 
hand at the end of the quarter as shown 
by your quarterly report to me. 

(6) Your average attendance is ob- 
tained by adding together the number of 
folks present for all the Sundays in the 
quarter and then dividing it by the num- 
ber of Sundays in the quarter. 

(7) At the close of each quarter and 
immediately after all reports have come 
to me, showing the average attendance 
and the finance on hand, then I shall glad- 
ly notify you of your rating in compari- 
son with the other Sunday Schools in 
your district. Strive to make your rating 
as near No. 1 as possible, by keeping a 
good attendance and a good balance in 
your treasury at the end of the quarter, 
after having ordered your new literature. 

(8) All Sunday School officials and 
teachers should be Christians and elected 
or re-elected at the beginning of each 
new quarter. 

(9) All projects for the building up of 
your Sunday School should be of a Chris- 
tian nature, directed by Christian per 
sons, and its participants should dress in a 
Christian way. 

(10) The first literature for newly or- 
ganized Sunday Schools in new communi- 
ties may be secured free from The Church 
of God Publishing House, Cleveland, 
Tenn.

more, as in the times when Egypt and 
Babylon used its routes for their various 
warlike or peaceful purposes, Palestine has 
become a link in broader communica- 
tions than between Dan and Beersheba, or 
Joppa and Rabboth-Ammon. It has been 
found of inestimable service as a halt on 
the highway to the Far East for land and 
air; to its Mediterranean coastline 
stretches a long oil pipe-line from a 
hinterland of vast, untapped resources; to 
its south lies the Suez Canal, most prized 
of international shortcuts; and from its 
radial influence there is encompassed a 
wide circumference of populations. And 
yet, in spite of these modern political and 
universal considerations of tactics, it con- 
tinues to be cherished among millions as 
the source of their religious beliefs, their 
concepts of ethics, their codes of morali- 
ty: as the Holy Larid.” 


Also brought into new prominence are 
Babylon and Nineveh. A_ kingdom has 
been created in Iraq (Babylonia). Hillah, 
in the midst of ancient Babylon, is 
a fast and growing city. Monsui, or 
Nineveh, holds place in the _ public 
press, but not yet have either reached the 
zenith of their predicted state of unsur- 
passed magnificence. These places will 
shortly be linked up by a railroad con- 
necting Bagdad and the port of Haifa. 
The British Government has decided to 
build this line; a survey of the country 
is in progress with this in view. A pipe 
line runs alongside the rail, to carry oil 
from Iraq to the sea at Haifa. Thus Hai- 
fa affords direct access to the fields of 
Armageddon (Rev. 16:16), where the 
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Beast of Revelation 13 will muster the 
armies of the ten kingdoms for his final 
expedition in defiense of Babylon. It ap- 
pears that he will be diverted to make 
his last assault on Jerusalem—and to his 
doom. 


The Manchester Guardian says: —‘‘Spe- 
cial facilities are given by the Iraq rail- 
ways to enable travellers to visit the an- 
cient cities of Ur of the Chaldees, Baby- 
lon, and Kish.” 

Then we read almost daily of Musso- 
lini’s plan for a revived Roman Empire. 
Stranger still, Ethiopia has leaped to the 
front and we read of the transporting of 
the Ark of the Covenant. Mussolini has 
launched an aggressive war with Ethio- 
pia, in violation of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, the Kellogg Pact, 
world opinion, and the warning voice of 
prophetic Scripture! 

From prophecy it apears that Ethiopia 
will have separate independence in the 
time of the end, as a nation outside the 
Ten Kingdom area; but that the Anti- 
christ will seek to extend his conquests 
world-wide, and fail at that point. How- 
ever, he will succeed in mastering Ethio- 
pia to this extent, that he will obtain eco- 
nomic control over her; the merchandise 
of Ethiopia shall be “at his steps” (Dan. 
11:43). The context of Dan. 11 would 
lead one to expect that, unable to hold 
his prey, he turns back to Palestine to 
meet and resisc the “Kings from the 
East.” These things, however, are related 
to the latter days of the Great Tribula- 
tion. 

We believe that if Italy gains any vic- 
tory in Ethiopia, it will be temporary. 
The late B. W. Newton wrote some years 
ago in his “European Prospects”: “I hold 
strongly the opinion that we are drawing 
so near to the end as to make it hazardous 
for any country or ruler to resolve on car- 
rying out any scheme of policy or of con- 
quest that would render the development 
of the Ten Kingdoms in the appointed 
manner impracticable. If there be now 
any country or ruler that aspires to uni- 
versal empire, or if there should be in 
any mind in France, Russia, or elsewhere, 
the thought of establishing an Empire in 
the West in conjunction with another in 
the East, after the manner of the later 
Emperors of Rome; or if anyone should 
attempt in any country of the Roman 
world to annihilate constitutional princi- 
ples where they already exist, or to ex- 
clude them from such parts ot the Roman 
World as they have not yet penetrated 
heen they who obstinately pursue any 
of these plans will meet, I believe with 
marked, and perhaps disastrous failure.” 

Would it not be a mercy if Mussolini 
knew the prophetic Word and could see 
the futility of trying to bring Ethiopia 
into the Roman Empire?

heart and I believe in the Church with 
her rules and regulations that are to be 
used to help her members to be loyal and 
true and in a spiritual way to deepen 
them into God, but I fear that many are 
losing sight of love service without which 
our lives are a failure. 1 Cor. 13:8, 
“Charity never faileth: but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail; wheth- 
er there be tongues, they shall cease; 
whether there be knowledge, it shall van- 
ish away.” Now the thought is here that 


love rejoiceth not in iniquity but re- 
joiceth in the truth. Love _beareth all 
things, believeth all things, hopeth all 


things, endureth all things. Love will help 
us to overcome and be just as happy in 
the Lord as though the hard trials had 
never come our way, and we can live just 
as sweetly under the shadow of His wing 
as if they had never happened. 

Think of the marvelous and blessed 
things without number that God has pre- 
pared for us, that we can have through 
faith that worketh by love. We cannot 
afford to do without them, therefore we 
must pray and believe and work with all 
our might until we gain the victory that 
is necessary to help us overcome. It is 
easy to love some people but when we are 
confronted with those who seem to care- 
lessly tantalize and work against what we 
actually believe to be the best interest of 
all concerned, then we have a test of 
love. It is easy to quote the Scriptures 
and admonish people to put it into prac- 
tice but there is always two sides to every 
question. In my early Christian experi- 
ence I knew what it was to love every- 
body, I knew what it was to trust God 
when I was sick. I knew what it was to 
have victory for healings. I knew what 
it was to fill a humble place and be con- 
tented with such, but as years have in- 
creased new trials and new obligations 
have confronted me and I find that I need 
more grace to overcome. 

We read Jesus’ account to His follow- 
ers, how He led them in that simple way, 
into the very light and blessings that He 
would have them have and in His ways 
of teaching them impressed upon them 
so many good lessons of self-denial. Also 
He taught them how to honor others and 
so many good things that we can read to- 
day that will be a help to us if we will 
only take time to read them. I feel that 
we have never been confronted in all 
Christianity with such perils as are be- 
fore us today. When we think about the 
opposition to religion and see the work- 
ings of the enemy and the fulfillment of 
prophecy, it is very alarming indeed. 
Sometimes I can hardly believe that such 
things are so near fulfillment as they are. 
May God help every one to double his 
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diligence, awake out of slothfulness and 
redeem the time while we have opportun- 
ity. 

It has been prophesied that 1936 will 
be a year of many disasters and fulfill- 
ment of prophecy, wars and many things 
prophesied in the Bible that should hap- 
pen in the last days. Come, let us enter 
upon this new year’s work as though it 
were the last year, and I am sure it will 
be for many. May God bless every one and 
help us to be faithful and true and be 


ready for Jesus when He comes.

his wife, and they two shall be one 
flesh,” Eph. 5:31. The word “join” here 
carries with it the thought, to associate 
one’s self to; to be or become connected 
with; to unite with; to adjoin. To every 
fair mind this scripture needs no further 
comment to prove that we are not born 
into the Church. “‘And the Lord added to 
the church daily such as should be saved,” 
Acts 2:47. 

The next passage we want to look at 
reads like this, “For by one Spirit are we 
all baptized into one body, whether we be 
Jews or Gentiles, whether we be bond or 
free; and have been all made to drink in- 
to one Spirit,” 1 Cor. 12:13. This verse 
explains itself. Jew, Gentile, African, In- 
dian, Chinaman, or whoever comes to the 
knowledge and acceptance of Jesus Christ, 
are in this body of believers, but there 
are untold numbers who are believers and 
not in THE CHURCH. 

“And other sheep I have which are not 
of this fold: them also I must bring, and 
they shall hear my voice; and there shall 
be one FOLD, and one shepherd.”
